MacLean said "What struck mo most 
forcible In all of Scotland was the 
finished condition of everything. The 
general view reminds one of a map. 
The stono'walls of the land divisions 
aro all neatly, flni&ed, the-

neatly kept ana the walls 
of • the 
stone houses are also whitewashed 
if of rough stone and neatly pointed 
If of cut stone. 
The grounds are
